The Organisation of the Senate. 

The adjournment of the senate 
‘from today until Monday was due to an in- 
timation conveyed to the democratic lead- 
ers by the republicans that the latter are 
going to oppose the election of new officers 
of the senate. The republicans say that 
there is no precedent for reorganizing the 
offices at a special session called at the 
beginning of a new congress. The only 
case, they say, where this was attempted 
was in 1881, by the republicans: It was 
opposed by the demoerats, and finally failed 
after prolonging the session to seventy-eight 
days. When the democratic leaders learned 
this they gave up all idea of attempting 
anything in this direction today. They ad- 
journed without even holding an executive 
session, notwithstanding there have been 
no confirmations except for the cabinet. 
The adjournment to Monday was for the 
purpose of enabling the democrats to hold 

caucus to decide whether to attempt to 
elect a secretary and sergeant-at-arms in 
the fate of the determined republican oppo- 
sition and the luke warmness of some of 
their own members. They don’t want to 


get into the fight unless they are prepared 


to stay to the end. Under the rules, the 
republicans can prolong the session inde- 
finitely. The democrats will not enter the 
fight unless the caucus directs it, and they 
are all united. The main question for the 
caucus to determine is whether the dem- 
ocrats can afford to enter into what may 
look to the country like an unseemly 
scramble for spoils, where by waiting a few 
months they can secure them in an orderly

If 
the democrats intend to attempt to reorgan- 
ize at this session. it is almost certain that 
the repulicans will show fight and prevent 
the consummation of the plan, if it be within 
their power. 

Kausas May Be Democratic. — 


Mr. J. A. Graham, editor of The Kan- 
sun City Times, is here. In speaking of 
the political situation in Kansas today he 


said: 

1 believe it possible that Kansas, in the 
near future, will be a democratic state. 
The revolt against the republicans which 
Was supposed to be temporary, I believe 
wil] be permanent. The populists now have 
control of affairs iu that state, but the re- 
action ugainst their violence is already per- 
Conservative business men are 
mucii alarmed at the recent turmoil in To- 
peka, and the populists have lost a large 
percentage of the vote they polled two 
years ago.

San Francisco, Cal., March 16.—(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press, Hono- 
lulu, Marsh 9.)—If the friends of a - 
tion were elated on the receipt of the news 
brought by the steamships China and Hono- 
lulu, on the 20th and 22d of February, they 
were correspondingly depressed when the 
Belgie put into Honolulu unexpectedly 
March 24, and it was found that the treaty 
consummated by Secretary Foster and the 
Hawaiian commissioners had not reached 
a vote in the United States senate. With 
the exeption of Minister Stevens and a few 
other Americans, none had expected a 
treaty to be arranged so speedily. 

In fact, it was known that certain mem- 
bers of the commission had arranged their 
business affairs here with a view of being 
absent at least six months, aud the fact 
that so an important a measure had been 
prepared within a few days led them to 
the belief that the people of the United 
States appreciated the situation here and 
were desirous of applying remedial agen- 
cies to the difficulties under which the provis- 
ional government has been laboring. The 
disappointment of the American party in 
the islands was a source of much graitifi- 
cation to the royalists, and it was not late 
in the day before the assertions were boldly 
made that the treaty would never pass the 
senate, that annexation was an impossi- 
bility and that the new congress would 
carry out the policy of opposition to the 
acquiring of foreign territory and would 
recognize the autonomy of Hawaii at least 
to the extent of agreeing to the regency 
of Kaiula, supported, possPly by an 
American protectorate.

Usually it is extremely 
dificult to convict a nese of crime un- 
less he is caught, in the act or the crime is 
witnessed by the whites, Chinese wit- 
nesses ate afraid to_testify, and friends of 
the acced have no scruples about com- 
mitting perjury in bis behalf. 

This time the police have adopted new 
tactics. They realize that if the highbind- 
er is pulled down from his pedestal as a 
bad man in the eyes of his countrymen, his 
power for exacting tribute will be gone. 
Accordingly the police have been constantly 
raiding Chinatown for the past few days 
and every known highbinder, and those 
whose looks proclaim them such. is search- 
ed for arms. and if none are found, they 
are kicked and cuffed and clubbed until 
they disappear from sight. Their meeting 
places are invaded; their idols and decora- 
tions destroyed, and everything known to 
the inventove police is done to humiliate 
them. As a result of this policy those 
Chinese laborers and merchants who at first 
looked with — 2 2 police daring to 
treat the warriors in such a manner, 
hoot and jeer at the discomfited highbind- 
er as he is propelled from the rous toe 
of the policemen. The consul geperal has 
united with the chief of police in his efforts 
to crush the _highbinders. Chinese 
consul general is much in favor of Chinese 
methods in dealing with the wretches.

A FORTUNE AWAITING THEM.

A month ago, the Harrison administra- 
tion was on the point of making a bond 
issue of $50,000,000.

The outflow of gold was pointed to as 
an evidence that the cheaper metal was 
driving the dearer metal out, and the 
country was told there was imminent 
danger of a premium on gold. 

Perceiving that nobody was frightened 
by these declarations, the clique interest- 
ed in a new issue of bonds went a step 
farther. Gold was giving out, in response 
to demands from Austria, Russia and 
France, but it was not going out fast 
enough to suit the purposes of the clique. 
The people were not alarmed; the busl- 
ness of the country was going ahead 
properously; the serenity that belongs to 
confidence brooded over the land; there 
was no excitement anywhere but among 
those who were conspiring against the 
interests of the people. These conspira- 
tors felt that something must be done. 
They had gone too far in their venture 
to turn back. 

Therefore, at what they supposed was 
the critical moment, they began to aug- 
ment the natural outflow of gold by sup- 
plementing it with large shipments on 
their own account, and the demand for 
the issue of bonds became clamorous. 
At this critical juncture, The Constitu- 
tion and other democratic newspapers 
lifted up their voices in behalf of the 
people. The Constitution showed that 
the unconditional repeal of the Sherman 
law would be a direct violation of the 
pledge made by the democratic platform 
that there shall be no discrimination 
against silver; that the clamor about the 
ovtflow of gold was purely and simply a 
stock-jobbing operation, and that the de- 
mand for a bond issue came entirely 
from a clique of bankers who; were 
anxious to pocket the profits resulting 
from buying the bonds at par and selling 
them at a premium of 14 per cent. We 
showed that the increase in the ship- 
ments of gold was purely artificial, and 
that it was a part of the scheme of the 
conspirators who were trying to force a 
bond issue. By the time the Wall street 
organs could deny this, and denounce 
The Constitution as an ignoramus, the 
charge had been confirmed by Treasurer 
Nebeker, who declared that the banks 
which had been clamoring for new bonds 
had been drawing gold from the treasury 
ostensibly for shipment abroad. 

The Constitution is naturally inclined 
to feel proud that it led in the effort to 
protect and defend the interests of the 
people. At one time, it was practically 
alone, many of its contemporaries having, 
somehow, taken up the notion that the 
whole business turned on the repeal of 
the Sherman law, which the democratic 
platform denounces as a makeshift;“ 
but it fought for the people’s cause 
without flinching or hesitating, and it 
has had the extreme satisfaction of seeing 
its arguments employed by an influential 
element of Wall street, and by the lead- 
ing newspapers of the country. 

But the contest is not yet ended. In 
fact, it has just begun, and The Consti- 
tution proposes to advocate the cause 
of the people in their efforts to wrench 
their financial affairs from the control 
of the goldolators and the money sharks. 

It is only by a scratch that the Harrison 
administration failed to issue bonds. 
Foster had everything prepared. The 
banks in the conspiracy had already 
figured out their profits. Nothing seemed 
to stand in the way, until The Constitv- 


posed it, 

This fact, together with the rivalry in 
Wall street, between those who were in 
the conspiracy and those who were out, 
put a timely end to it. 

But The Constitution has other duties 
to perform. There will be no bond 
issue, but we desire to know, in behalf 
of the people, by what authority 8100, 
000,000 in. gold is hoarded in the treasury 
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in the treasury department. 

In behalf of the people, we want to 
know by what authority of law the word 
“coin” on the nation’s credit paper is 
defined by the weasury officials 
to mean gold exclusively. We will gladly

After steadily advocating a graded in- 
come tax for more than ten years, The 
Constitution is inexpressibly gratified and 
encouraged to find some of its leading

In another column, we print an edi- 
torial from The New York World, up- 
holding precisely the same views which 
we have advocated all along, and we 
call attention to it as a strong and clear 
presentation of the points involved in 
the question. 

It is plain that, under the new adminis- 
tration, we cannot materially reduce the 
tariff without raising a revenue from 
some other source. The best way to do 
this is to tax something heretofore un- 
taxed, and the only thing in sight, of 
any consequence, is the matter of in- 
comes. A graded income tax would be 
the fairest tax in the world. The big 
fortunes built up and protected under the 
republican system should now be made 
to bear their proportionate share of taxa- 
tion. It is the height of injustice to make 
the owner of a city residence, a farm, a 
factory or a store pay a heavy tax, while 
a millionaire, with his money invested 
in stocks and bonds, goes his way paying 
comparatively nothing. Let bonds and 
other kinds of property be placed on an 
equal footing. If a man owns $100,000 
worth of bonds, let him pay taxes fust 
as the owner of $100,000 worth of real 
estate is compelled to do. Tax his 
property, and then tax his income, when 
it is, say, $5,000 a year and upward. 
Grade the tax. Make it so much on an 
income of $5,000, and so much on each 
additional $10,000. The figures may be 
changed, but this is the principle. 

We are glad to see The World with us 
in this reform movement. It is time to 
compel the rich non-taxed classes to bear 
their just share of the public burden.

This city needs, in the way of public 
convenience, nothing more urgently than

It should be built after an artistic plan, 
in one of the most central locations ob- 
tainable, and should be adaptable to all 
the varied uses for which the publie 
demand a capacious and beautiful as- 
sembly place. . 

The ancients set the whole after world 
a valuable object lesson, in the fashion 
of their public provision for popular ex- 
ercises and assemblies. The remains of 
their open theaters, forums and colliseums 
teach us the great usage these institutions 
had among the classic Greeks and 
haughty Romans. Later nations have 
left too much to private enterprise and 
greed the provision of places for great 
public functions and popular occasions. 
It is a fault of our super-sensitive revolt 
against paternalistic and socialistic 
government that such has been Ameri- 
can policy also. The remedy for it, in 
our system, is found in publie-spirited co- 
operation to provide needful facilities of 
the character mentioned at the least possi- 
ble expense and trouble to the general 
public. As instances, we have Faneuil 
hall in Boston, Madison Square garden in 
New York, the Propylaeum in In- 
dianapolis and the Auditorium in Chicago. 

Atlanta has long felt the need of a 
large and handsome auditorium for the 
accommodation of conventions, assemblies 
of a musical, religious and political 
nature, balls, bazaars, and other popular 
functions. 

The time is not far off when southern 
cities will be in competition for the 
great national political conventions, and 
in such a rivalry hall accommodations are 
a prime factor for success. Atlanta is 
popular throughout the whole country, 
and many national and international as- 
semblies, of moral and pratical value to 
our people, would come here annually if 
we were able to accommodate them. As 
it is, we have no hall capable of holding 
the thousands of members and visitors of 
such assemblies. 

Our own citizens, upon occasions of 
large local and public interest, have often 
felt the city’s poverty in this direction. 
There is, however, no reason why ‘this 
want should longer continue unsupplied. 
We have means and public spirit sufficient 
and available in Atlanta to inaugurate 
this movement immediately, and prompt- 
ly bring it to consummation. There is 
every reason to believe that a splendid 
auditorium, managed under a corporation 
of our best business men, would be not 
only a great public convenience, but a 
profitable investment to the public-spirited 
stockholders. We think the time is at 
band for the undertaking, and trust the 
suggestion will obtain early and successful 
exploitation.

Tbis is the problem which the first congress 
that assembles under Mr. Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration must solve. There is no way to avoid 
it, and we should familiarize ourselves with 
the issue before it is precipitated and finds 
us unprepared to meet it. 

The best solution that we can see is the es- 
tablishment of a graded income tax. We 
dare not, should we be so unjust as to desire 
it, increase the burden already weighing heav- 
fly on the agricultural classes.

Any drawbacks? Some! “Northers’’ that 
seem cold enough to freeze the molten metal 
from a blast furnace; chills that shake the 
immortality out of most of the family before 
they can be killed with quinine ‘and red 
liquor; long distances and heavy roads hub- 
deep in mud; high prices for the necessaries 
of life in remote rural regions; lack of moral 
government in most of the towns of ‘the 
state; and some other like little impediments, 
too numerous to mention. 

Georgians among them? Why, you can 
scarcely heave a rock into any crowd in 
Texas without hitting a Georgian. If you 
mention Georgia in any gathering you can 
easily pick out the Georgians present by the 
way they prick up their ears to hear what 
about Georgia?” They are in every place 
and in nearly every line of business. They 
rank all the way from the state capitol down 
to the poorhouse.. But, as a rule, they are 
among the livest and most progressive men 
in the state. Yet how they do love to cap- 
ture a Georgian fresh from home“ and talk 
about the old state, and Ben Hill, and Bob 
Toombs, and Aleck Stephens, and Gordon!

Now you cap 
spot the Georgian as he receives his budget 
and puts the letters in one inside pocket and 
carefully stows away The Weekly Constitution 
in the other! To miss the Georgia Gossip.“ 
and Just from Georgia, and Uncle Re- 
mus’s”’ story, and Bill Arp — Why, it is to 
one of these exiles as if the running gear of 
the universe had gotten’ deranged and the 
week had missed connection some where since 
Sunday! 


I passed through Dallas early in the morn- 
ing. As I heard the name shouted I woke 
up and looked out of a window of the car. 
Abreast. of me was a large factory with the 
name E. Van Winkle Manufacturing Com- 
pany” on the side.

WHAT KIND OF BUILDING IS DEMANDED 


It Should Be Central, Handsome, Capac- 
ious, and Adaptable to All the Uses of 
a General Public Assembly Hall. 


Atlanta needs a great auditorium. 

Throughout the whole history of the city 
ft has been hampered in the matter of ac- 
commodations for the meeting together of 
large assemblies of people and for suitable 
hall room for the great public functions that 
come upon our citizens from time to time. 

There is at present in the city no such 


quire; The hall of the house of representa- 
tives, in the state capitol, is one of very 
meager proportions and has been already 
and frequently proven inadequate for the 
accommolation of the most ordinary conven- 
tions. Neither of the opera houses is adapt- 
ed to general assembly purposes, where 
there is necessarily much movement among 
the participants, and they are too often en- 
gaged at the time when they are absolutely 
desired for assembly use. 
Atlanta Is a Convention City. 

All the popular conventions that have 
ever been held in this city have advertised 
it as one of the most interesting and eligi- 
ble for such purpose in the whole country, 
and there is no doubt that with a suitable 
hall Atlanta would soon attract to her gates 
many of the most notable political, religious 
and other annual ‘bodies that meet in the 
cities of the union. The visits of all such 
bodies are a benefit in culture, information 
and outside advertisement to a growing and 
thrifty city like this. 

It is very possible that in 1894 there will 
be a strenuous effort made by more than 
one distinctively southern city to have the 
national democratic convention held in the 
south and the leading cities of the south will 
bid for the honor of having the body meet 
within its borders. If Atlanta remains as 
poorly equipped in hall accommodations as 
now she will not then be “in it” with the 
least of her ambitious rivals. 

What Is Demanded. 


The building that ig demanded by the sit- 
uation is a large and handsome affair from 
an architectual standpoint, so arranged as 
to be easily adapted to all the uses which a 
great city has for an auditorium. It should 
be ample in proportions to seat comfortably 
anywhere from six to ten thousand people. 
It should have stage accommodations for 
the largest choruses, bands and spectacular 
combinations that are extant in the religious, 
musical or theatrical lines. It ahould be so 
constructed that it can be used for fairs, 
balls, banquets, presidential and gubernato- 
rial receptions, military drills, polo playing, 
horse and dog shows, poultry exhibits = 
dustrial exhibits, and, in short, all thode 
hundred purposes that the mind at once 
suggests as among the needs of a city of 
the proportions and pretentions of Atlanta. 


The Location Must Be Central. 


It is possible now to find a location for 
such a building that will be 1 cen- 
tral to accommodate the whole city, but if 
the matter should be longer delayed there 
will be no vacant and available central 
place for such a large and popular affair. 

There is no doubt in the minds of those 
who are familiar with the history of such 
institutions that one of the kind would prove 
a paying investment in this city. There is 
ample capital that is available for the en- 
terprise, if only the men who are best able 
to enlist in the undertaking will show 

romptly their accustomed public spirit. and 
it is also certain that a suitable and advan- 
tageous lease of the building and appurte- 
nances can be immediately effected upon 
terms that will guarantee fair dividends and 
a sinking fund that will in a reasonable term 
of years pay back the whole investment with 
large interest. 

The initiative in this enterprise might well 
be taken by the Commercial Club, which has 
already shown both its admirable public spir- 
it and its ability to bring to pass whatever 
it undertakes. 


What Other Cities Hare. 


In other cities of the country this great 
public want has been supplied in the most 
substantial manner. In ston the great 
hall of the Mechanics’ Charitable -Associa- 
tion will seat some 12,000 people and the 
hall is used for all those large assemblies and 
special functions already mentioned in this 
article, 

In Chicago the magnificent auditorium has 
already become an jnseparable part of the 
fame of the city and is one of the most 
profitable investments that Chicago capital- 
ists have ever made, Besides, it will be one 
of the most valuable adjuncts of the world’s 
fair for the various inter-national congresses 
that areysto be held during its term. 

In Cincinnati there is the large music hall 
in the exposition building. It is now one 
of the most indispensable of the public insti- 
tutions of that city. 

‘ * arms A 722 of kor vonage 
hall in Indianapolis, o xposition halls 
in St. Louis, Omaha and Minneapolis. All 
of these are object lessons in the sort of 
public enterprise that this article would urge 
upon the progressive people of Atlanta. Let 
the matter be thoroughly canvassed among 
our clergymen, who are interested from the 
religious standpoint; by our business m 
who are interested from the 3 
drawing large bodies of trading people to At- 
lanta frequently; by our men 9 public inter- 
est, who know how wofully lacking we are in 
the power to entertain large bodies of vis- 
itors from abroad, who come -to hold their 
conventions in our borders. The movement 
in behalf of this enterprise is one worthy of 
the promptest co-operation by all of our 
people. Let the ball be pnt in motion at 
once and not allowed to rest until there is 
a grand outpouring of the citizens to partic- 
ipate in the dedication of the Great Atlanta 
uditorium.”

NEW YORK, March 16—Cables from Liverpool state 
several of the Oldham mills opened today, the opera- 
tives accepting the opportunity to return to work at 6 
per cent reduction, or upon the masters’ terms as 
stated last November. Should this resumption of work 
by the operatives spread, the cotton market will re- 
ceive the daily support of spinners buying, which has 
been lacking for the past few months. From the past, 
it can be safely assumed that the operatives will grad- 
ually resume work wherever the opportunity is given 
them to do so. Receipts at Bombay are given as 39,000 
bales, against 57,000 bales last year, the decrease from 
January ist being 27,000 bales as compared with last 
year. It appears the liquidation of cotton held by 
Wall street bouses is over, and the trade believes a por- 
tion of the recent sales have been fo: short account. 
This pressure has put the market below the other mar- 
kets of the world, and we are today on a parity with 
Liverpool, a rare event to occur at this season of the 
year. Undoubtedly the tightness in the money market 
has contributed to the recent pressure, but at these 
prices the demand for export is increasing, notably for 
continental; account. At present prices the better 
grade of cotton can be bought here and shipped to Sa- 
vannah for transportation to Barcelona ata profit. 
Our operators, however, have been so often disap 
pointed at the faflure of the Lancashire mills to resume 
work that the advance of 5-6id in Liverpool today was 
regarded as an opportunity to dispose of yestérday’s 
purchases not to be neglected. With this idea the 
market found ready sellers at 12@9 points advance 
from yesterday’s decline, when the close of Liverpool, 
showing a loss of 2-64d, was received. At noon, how- 
ever, the market was steady at 9 points above the close, 
without any pressure from Wall street to sell. Re- 
ceipts at New Orleans tomorrow are estimated at 1,200 
bales, against 900 bates last week and 2,600 bales last 
year. Orders from the continental spinners continue 
to be received by exporters at limits which render their 
execution possible on the basis of present prices. This 
is the foundation for an advance that the trade has 
not seen for four months, furnishing a constant de- 
mand at a time when receipts are small. Late cables 
from Liverpool state there is a prospect of the trade 
difficulties being settled tomorrow, but the feature of 
the afternoon was the buying by Walll street houses 
of aportion of the cotton sold on the recent decline.
